YOU ARE SEEING FOR THE FIRST TIME, IS THE RESULT OF HAND IN HAND 
COOPERATION BETWEEN PEOPLE IN EDUCATION AND INDUSTRY.--AN EXAMPLE 
OF THE KIND OF VENTURE THAT IS IN THE BEST INTEREST OF MASSACHUSETTS, 

WE ARE PLEASED TO HAVE MR. Epson DE CASTRO HERE TODAY. 
Mr, DE CASTRO HAS BEEN THE PRESIDENT OF DATA GENERAL CORPORATION 
SINCE 1968, AND UNDER HIS DIRECTION IT HAS GROWN TO BE ONE OF THE 
LEADING MANUFACTURERS OF SMALL COMPUTERS AND RELATED EQUIPMENT, 
WITH SALES oF $507 MILLION IN 1979 AND MORE THAN 14,009 EMPLOYEES.

AND EDUCATIONAL EXPERTS TO PROVIDE BOTH PRACTICAL AND PROFESSIONAL 
TRAINING. THE MASSACHUSETTS HIGH TECHNOLOGY COUNCIL BROUGHT 
TOGETHER ADVISORS FROM INDUSTRY TO HELP DEVELOP THE PROGRAM.
